‘Free Collection’ Of Refuse 


Now Available For Two 


Years; 2,064 Ballot 


E ast Liverpool residents today 
were assured a big saving in gar­ 
bage collection costs for the nex t 
two yeara after electors gave a 43- 
vote margin of approval to a 1-mitl 
levy in an apathetic special elec­ 
tion Tuesday, according to official 
returns. 
The count showed 1.377 in favor 
to 674 against, giving the issue two 
percent more than the 65 percent 
m ajority required for passage. 
It was the third lim e the 1-mlll 
proposal was subm itted since 1939, 
when a i-i-ralll tax ex pired in mid­ 
year, Kept at home by frigid weath­ 
er and lack of Interest, only 2,064 
persons voted—about one-six th of 
the eligibles. 
The millage for the so-called 
“free” collection will be assessed 
on 1942 and ’43 duplicates. 
City officials estim ate the pas­ 
sage will mean a saving of ai^ ut 
$11.60 in the two years for the 
average 
property-holder, 
whose 
hora^ is valued at $2.000. It will 
cost th e typical resident $2 a year, 
as compared with approx imately 
$7.80 paid out annually in the pres­ 
ent 15-cents-a-can fee system. 
Renters, of course, will pay noth­ 
ing for garbage collection, as they 
are not subject to property tax .

East Liverpool residents today 
were assured a big saving in gar­ 
bage collection costs for the next 
two year* after electors gave a 43- 
vote margin of approval to a 1-mlll 
levy in an apathetic special elec­ 
tion Tuesday, according to official 
returns. 
The count showed 1.377 in favor 
to 674 against, giving the issue two 
percent more than the 65 percent 
majority required for passage. 
It was the third tim e the 1-mill 
proposal was submitted since 1939, 
when a **-raIIl tax expired in mid­ 
year. Kept at home by frigid weath­ 
er and lack of interest, only 2,064 
persons voted—about one-sixth of 
the eligibles. 
The millage for the so-called 
"free” collection will be assessed 
on 1942 and ’43 duplicates. 
City officials estimate the pas­ 
sage will mean a saving of about 
$11.60 in the two years for the 
average 
property * holder, 
whose 
home is valued at 22.000. It will 
cost th e typical resident $2 a year. 
as compared with approximately 
$7.80 paid out annually in the pres­ 
ent 16-cents-a-can fee system. 
Renters, of course, will pay noth­ 
ing for garbage collection, as they 
are not subject to property tax, 
The issue won in every precinct, 
although the returns were close in 
some instances. The result was in 
doubt until tho last precinct re­ 
ported about 8:15 p. rn. 
1-B’s Return Ruts it Over 
It was leading by only 29 votes 
with 24 precincts reported, but J-B 
finally came through with 62 in 
favor and 29 against.

$8(K) to $750 for a single person, 
and from $2,000 to $1,500 for a mar­ 
ried person or the head of a family, 
and the change In the basis for 
determing liability for a return.
